The Ramsey mining district is sit 
uatetl about eighteen miles in an air 
line northeasterly from the Comstoek 


of

.Lode and in the same 
range 


mountains. 
To go there one ,,iav 
Orlve from \irginia City or Dayton 
each distant about 25 miles over an 
excellent road. 
However, a stage line 


•will be put on in the near future run- 
ning between Apache, a station on the 
Kazen cut-off, and Ramsey; the dis- 
tance being twelve mlh?s. 


V lewed from <a distance the Ramsey 
district is evidenced by a belt of ycf- 
l->\v porphyry hills sloping- southeast- 
erly. The extreme length of tho belt is 
afout six miles and the width about 
four miles. 
The upper side is half- 


surrounded by malapi-covered mount- 
ains, which give the belt the ap- 
1-earance of having been at one time 
an immense crater or seat of intense 
volcanic activity. 
The coloring aiul 
situation resembles in .some degree 
both Goldfleld and Bullfrog. 


On nearer approach the hills are 


found to be ribbed with massive dikes 
01 porphyry, varying from a few feet 
to several hundred feet in thickne.-s 
and with a general northwesterly and 
southeasterly trend. These dikes are 
H'obably altered andesites, but aru so 
thoroughly silicifled and changed as 
t(. be difficult of classification. 
The 
predominating country rock is "birds- 
eye" porphyry, precisely similar to 
that on the Comstoek. Occasionally 
rtefs of trachyte, unaltered amlesite 
and some shict and spar are found. 
In places, also, considerable gypsum 
13 present in the softer porphyries. 
The formation bears a distinct resem- 
blance to that about the Comstoek 
Lode, the only fundamental rock be- 
ing absent is the great eyanite dike

It is too soon as yet to attempt an> 
forecast as to the future of the camp 
The impression the writer got aftei 
about ten day's examination was ver.v 
favorable, and at the same stage n'f 
development it seemed to be fully a.- 
promising as Goklfield or

with some points in its favor, to wit: 
Its nearness and similarity to t'.ic 
Comstoek Lode, and tho boldness and 
continuity of its vein outcrops.. 


Nothing that a southern Nevada 
miner would call prospecting ha.* yet 
been done in the camp. 
To date the 
locators have been busy doing the lo- 
cation work on their claims, and it is 
only within a month that anything like 
prospecting for values has been 
at- 


tempted. The discoveries made, how- 
ever, during that time are mure than 
convincing that when the district .. 
thoroughly explored some important 
strikes may be looked for, and per- 
haps very great mines found. 
The 
chief find at the present time is tho 
Clark dike, purchased by Captain A. 
H Mayne of Goldfield. 
This consists 


of a bold outcrop having a northeast- 
erly and southwesterly trend. It lies 
in a ravine and is exposed above the 
surface 22; feet long by an average 
cf twelve feet wide, each, end being 
covering by ero.-ion. In places it is ten 
feet high. 
This outcrop is all high 


grade milling ore, the values prac- 
tically all free gold, and is said to 
average throughout better than $'.'0 
per ton. 
Pannings taken 
by 
the 
writer from a number of places on it 
would seem to bear out these values. 
Streaks in the outcrop, judging fvqm 
pannings, might go several hundred 
dollars per ton.

Close in to the Tole Brothers loca- 
tion arc the claims of Captain Davis of 
Dayton and W. E. Barney and associ- 
ates of Reno, which contain strong 
lodges from which excellent assays 
have been obtained. About two miles 
to the south is the property of Sul- 
livan & Garavanti, which has 
been 
worked by them intermittently for 
several years.
